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THE DEADLY PISTOL. 

Monroe Doan Killed by AMI 
Hum »ia<lley. 

A difficulty occurred on the 
corner of Wilkinson and Clinton 
streets Sunday evening about 7:30 
o'clock between Monroe Dean 
— better known as "Boley" Dean 
—and William Bradley, which re- 
sulted in the almost instant death 
of the former. It seems that 
party of young men were standing 
near Mr. P. A. Fuhs' grocery, 
Bradlev among them, when Dean, 
who was under the influence of 
liquor, came along and trod upon 
Bradley's foot. Bradley asked 
him not to step on his foot when 
Dean said he would "cut his d — n 
feet off," or something like it, and 
started toward Bradley, who walked 
away from him. Dean followed 
him up, when Bradley warned 
him once or twice not to come 
any nearer, but as Dean continued 
to advance upon him Bradley drew 
his pistol and fired, the ball striking 
Dean in the heart and killing him 
instantly. Bradley went immedi 
ately to the jail, surrendered to 
Jailer Williams and was locked up. 
The case was laid before the grand 
jury on Monday, and that body 
returned an indictment Wednesday 
morning charging Bradley with 
manslaughter. His bond was fixed 
at $1,000 by Judge Can trill, which 
he gave and was released from 
jail. The case was called Thurs- 
day morning and postponed until 
next term. 

Bradley, who is only seventeen 
years of age, is a son of Mr. John 
Bradley, foreman at the Kentucky 
River Hemp Mill, and a quiet 
young man, who had made his 
arrangements to go East onThurs 
day to learn a trade, which the 
unfortunate affair will prevent his 
doing. 

Dean, the man who was killed, 
had the reputation of being a 
quiet, orderly citizen when not in- 
toxicate 1 but inclined to be quar- 
relsome when under the influence 
of liquor. 

Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission.

Baxter, of Nashville, 
and H. H. Jackson, Esq., of Cin- 
cinnati, looked after the interests 



of the railroads. The evidence in 
the Miles case was heard and the 
attorneys given sixtv days in 
which to prepare and file briefs. 
The Cincinnati Chamber of Com- 
merce case was transferred to 
Louisville and the Commission ad- 
journed to meet in that city on 
Wednesday. 

The CoUUtjr Levy. 

The Court of Claims met on 
Monday and fixed the county 
levy as follows: For general pur- 
poses 40 cents on the hundred 
dollars, railroad tax sixteen and 
two third cents, tithes one dollar 
and a half. 

Squire William Smoot, one of 
the magistrates from the Bald 
Knob district having resigned, Mr. 
John Harrod, who has been nom- 
inated as a candidate for the posi- 
tion .at the November election, 
was appointed by County Judge 
Williams to fill the vacancy, qual- 
ified and took his seat as a mem- 
ber of the court.

According to 
this Hindoo writer, no true Brahmin 
has ever been converted to Christi- 
anity in all the years since missions 
were started in India, while many 
Christians have been converted to 
Buddhism Perhaps after all. the 
Jews were not the only people who 
knew Christ, and in attempting to 
convert the Hindoos we are trying to 
teach Christianity to a people who 
are better Christians than we are

The pamphlet forms an in- 
teresting study, but it is hard for the 
average person to form any Intelligent 
comparison of the two bills, for the 
reason that the duties in the McKin- 
ley act are mainly specific, that is at 
so much by weight or quantity, 
while the Wilson bill is mostly con- 
structed on the principle of so much 
per cent, ad valorem. One must be 
a walking cyclopedia on the market 
prices to tell how much per pound, 
ten, twenty or thirty per cent, ad 
valorem will be. 

This difference between the two 
acts has caused much discussion pro 
and con in the newspapers and re- 
reviewa. One side insists that the 
ad valorem plan has given scope for 
frauds wherever tried, and has had 
to be abandoned in every case for the 
specific system; and that it is a retro- 
grade movement to adopt the latter; 
while on the other hand it is contend 
ed that the difference in grade or 
quality of the variousproducte should 
be provided for by the valuation, and 
that cheap goods should not be com- 1 
pelled to pay the same specific duty 
as the more expensive ones. It is aJ-

The TJccnso Orriliiniicr Adopted 
in the Fare of a Itrmon- 
strnnce From the Load- 
ing Merchant* 

The City Council met in ad- 
journed session Tuesday evening, 
with the Mayor and eiyht council- 
men present. 

The following remonstrance, 
signed by several of our leading 
business men, was presented and 
read, viz: 

To the Gentlemen of the Common 
Council; 

We understand that the license 
Committee of the council are to 
report a license system, classifying 
the different business, according to 
the stock of merchandise carried. 
If this is a fact, we desire now to 
notify you that we will not .pay 
any more licence than is charged 
the smallest dealer in our re^pect- 
tive lines. The character ol this 
class of cities guarantees us this, 
and. if necessary, we will appeal to 
the courts for t>tir rights.

Mr. Pruett then made inquiry 
of the City Attorney as to their 
rights in the matter of graded licen- 
ses and was informed by that officer 
that the coun'cil had the right to 
govern such matters. Mr. McClure 
addressed the council on the sub- 
ject and was answered by Council 
man Pruett, who explained the 
intention of the license ordinance 
as reported by the committee. 

The ordinance was then taken 
up by sections 

Sections I, 2. 3, 4 and 5 were 
adopted, defining the duties of city 
officers. 

Section 6, license for merchants 
carrying from f 1 to JS500 stock, $ 1 5 
per annum; from $1,001 to J2.O0O, 
J&35 per anuum; from $2,001 to 
$3,500, $40 per annum; from 
$5,501 to $5,000, $50 per annum; 
from $5,000 to $7,000 $60 per 
annum; from $7,000 and over, $70 
per annum. 

Mr. Haly moved to reduce the 
license on the class from $1 to 
$500 to $10, and deduct the 
advalorem tax from that. Which 
motion was lost. Section 6 was 
then adopted. 

The whole ordinance was then 
passed and fixes the following 
licenses: 

Billiard table, pool table, $35; 
ten pin, or bowling alley, $10; 
shooting galley, $50; circus and 
menageries, $100; side shows, etc.. 
$20; restaurant or eating house, 
$10; pawn-broker, $50; huckester, 
$20; banks, $125; fire insurance 



company, 10; agents. $10; life 
insurance ompany, $20; life insur- 
ance agents. $10, building and loan 
investment company, $4; guaran 
tee co., $20; telephone company, 
$25; lawyers, piiysici ins and den- 
tists, $10; real estate and pension 
agents, $10; laundry and laundry 
agents, $20; peddlers, $75; auction- 
eers, $10; gas and electric light 
companies, $125; water companies, 
$100; street car, for each car, $1; 
meat dealers, $50; ice dealers $25; 
stock yards, $50; penalty for open 
ing coffee houses on election days, 
fine $100. 

This is the first passage of the 
ordinance which must be read and 
passed a second time at another 
meeting. This will be done next 
Tuesday evening.
